A NEW IDBA. 

The nomination of BLAINE seems to have 
created a nedessity for a new and peculiar sort 
of campaign literature. Hitherto it has been 
deemed sufficient to denounce all aspersions of 
“our candidate“ as campaign lies,” or to show 
up his competitor as another“ who should 
have been indicted in connection with the 


horseflesh still remaining unaccounted for. 
But the Blaine organs are iuaugurating acam- 
paign of iconoclasm the most insatiable and 
ferocibus that was ever witnessed. They are 
loading up with all the corruption that ghoul 
péns have dug from the graves of by-gone gen- 
erations, and appear to think that BLAINE’s 
success depends on proving that all the popu- 
lar idols of the past, all the benefactors of man- 
kind, all the great men of history, were thieves, 
betrayers of trust, or monsters of villainy and 
vice. 

Dr. Samvxn Jonnson’s scrofula and super- 
stition, SHAKSPEARE’s poaching escapade, 
MILTON’s meannesses, Lord Bacon’s baseness, 
NAPOLEON'S crimes, MaRLBOROUGH's villain- 
ous acquisitions and the immoralities of the 
whole galaxy of ancient worthies are made the 
theme of long leaders. Gath's“ treasured 
budget of old apocryphal scandals about the 
dead statesmen of our own Republic is drawn 
upon ad nauseam, from CLaY, WEBSTER and 
Jackson back to WaSHINGTON and JEFFERSON, 
the latter of whom was accused of “dreaming 
of freedom in a slave’s embrace.” And the 
moral of it all, as we are told, is that we must 
thank God for our great men and take them as 
they are, because we cannot have true great- 
ness without great faults, any more than we 
can have great hills without great hollows, or, 
as one very enthusiastic Blaine organ puts it: 

Nature's self is a medley of antitheses—the mock- 
ing-bird singing from the magnolia, with the taran- 
tula and the rattlesnake crawling underneath; the 
serene blue sky of the morning overspread by the 
ashen-hued and terrifying cyclone cloud of the 
evening; the water lily in the same marshy tangle 
with the skunkweed ; wild rye and the deadly poison- 
ous wild parsnip growing out of the same cilod of 
earth and fed by the same atmosphere; the hid- 
eous and the beautiful springing alike from 
Nature's bosom and as close together as the lines 
that separate shadow from sunlight. 

We must listen to the mocking bird singing 
from the magnolia” in BLarve’s nature, and 
ignore the tarantula and the rattlesnake 
crawling underneath!” We must not neglect 
the wild rye in this clod, merely on account of 
the deadly poisonous wild parsnip that grows 
from it also! In short, if a man is smart 
enough to get very rich in Congress, is elo- 
quent, boldly ambitious, and powerful enough 
to capture a party nomination, we must ignore 
the faults of his character and the blots on his 
record, no matter how black. It seems to be 
assumed that we have suffered from being en- 
tirely too particular about such things; that we 
have set up too high a standard of fitness, and 
must be taught to lower that standard, and to 
learn that honesty and fidelity to public trusts 
are to be expected from average men only, and 
are utterly valueless as compared with sensa- 
tional boldness and brilliancy in high position. 
This is a new idea which the American people 
are asked to act upon in the pending election, 
and it is to be hoped that they will never lose 
sight of it in the hurly-burly of the campaign. 


THE Post-DisPaTcuH has left the presentation 
and discussion of the specific charges against 
BLAINE to the numerous Republican papers 
that are opposing him. Yet we are in receipt 
of occasional letters from Republican friends 
who complain that our references to Mr.

Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
Find a Hearing. 
Sr. Louis, June 21, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

From your well-known reputation for fair play, I 
assume that you are ready to correct an error. Your 
recent article reflecting on the Oviil Service Reform 
Association of Missouri indicates an entire miscon- 
ception of the purposes of that organization. Its 
tone implies that civil service reform is a movement 
by Republicans who have failed to establish it with 
their own party, and are now turning to the Demo- 
crats for recognition. Such a mistake concerning 
so important and so prominent a public question 
comes strangely from the Post-Dispaton. The Civil 
Service Reform association of Missouri, like others 
of its kind, was established on a non-partisan basis 


to promote the substitution of the merit“ system 
for the “spoils system in subordinate 
departments. of the Government service. 
Its membership is drawn from both political 
ties, and the executive officers of the Association 
are one-half Republicans and one-half Democrats. 
The civil service act, commonly called the Pendleton 
bill, is said to have been drawn by a Republican, It 
was certainly introduced by a Democrat into the 
United States Senate, and passed both Houses of 
Con by an overwhelming majority of both par- 
ties, including two Demc Senators and most of 
the Democratic Representatives from Missouri 
it were true that “among its thousands and tens of 
thousands of appointments inthis State the Repub- 
lican cary has never appointed a Democrat to of- 
fice,” this would have no bearing upon the attitude 
of the civil service reformers.

He was a 
conspicuous fignre in the whisky trials, succeeding 
Mr. Henderson as the assistant prosecutor in those 
famous cases. Another of his most important cases 
was that wherein the Missouri Pacific Railroad be- 
gan the swapping of proprietors, which ended in 
Gould's possession. He was one of the thirteen 
freeholding toilers who constructed the now famous 
instrument under which the city has its organization, 
and subsequently he conducted the prosecution 
which, after developing no end of fraud at the 
polls, ended ina decision separating the city and 
county. The Colonel is opposed to turmoil and ex- 
ertion, and is an inveterate smoker. He is now hold- 
ing on to his seat in Congress with both hands, in 
apprehension that Old Pills” may succeed in oust- 
ing him from it.

WasnINeToN, June 19.—The signal for the break- 
ing up of society, which is the summer departure of 
the diplomats, has been given. This, with the hot 
wave, willsoon depopulate Washington so far as 
society is concerned. As intimated a few days since, 
the families of Congressinen and department offi- 
cials linger as long as possible, but the torrid wave 
supplementing the custom which sends society to 
the summer resorts when diplomats lead the way 
will overcome the desire for remaining at home,and 
aweek longer will see many Washington homes 
closed for the season. The signal for the breaking 
up of the diplomatic circle has just given by 
the preparations for departure by the German Min- 
ister, Count von Eisendecher. A complimentary 
dinner was given him on Tuesday evéning by Rep- 
resentative Kasson, at which a large number of dis- 
tinguished guests were present, among them Speak- 
er Carlisle, Gen. Sheridan, Chairman Curtin of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, members of the 
House and Senate Committees on Foreign Affairs 
and the prominent diplomats still remaining in the 
city. He sails on Saturday, accompanied by his 
charming wife, for his home in Germany, to which 
he has been recalled by his Government. His de- 
parture is very much regretted. None ofthe diplo- 
matic corps, saving perhaps the Russian minister, 
ever entertained so pleasantly and upon so extensive 
a scale as Count and Madam Von Eisendecher. They 
were possessed of long experience in Washington 
society, the minister having been here in a subordi- 
nate position some years since and having spent 
considerable time in his present position. Their 
home was a modest one, not the sort of palatial es- 
tablishment that would be expected for a legation 


| Of one of the greatest nations of the earth; a plain, 


unpretentious brick house on Fifteenth street, just 
above the Treasury, solid enough to be sure, but 
without the slightest attempt at.ornamentation or 
attempts to impress. Within it was handsomely 
and tastefully furnished.
